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Reagan officials, 


assemblymen fight 


for tax shift bill 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Reagan administration and state 
assemblymen fought on two fronts 
in the Senate today to pass a 
property tax relief and school aid 
bill before the legislature recesses 
for a three-month vacation Friday 
night. 
Major attention focused on a $1.2 
billion measure pushed by the 
unusual partnership of Republican 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
and 
Democratic Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti of Van Nuys. 
Featuring sales and income tax 
increases to pay for property tax 
reductions and new school aid, it is 
up for consideration by the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Committee 
A sleeper $570 million bill, by 
Assemblyman Dixon 
Arnett, 
R- 
Redwood City, also was making its 
way through the Senate and was 
before 
the 
Finance Committee. 
Arnett hoped to finance the bill by 
amending 
sales 
and 
bank 
and 
corporation tax increases and using 
existing state surplus funds. 
Some Senate opponents of the 
Reagan-Moretti bill plotted to kill 
that measure and pass the less 
ambitious Arnett proposal. 
The Reagan-Moretti bill, officially 
authored by Sen. Ralph Dills, D- 
G ard en a , 
was 
passed 
overwhelmingly 
61-10 
by 
the 
Assembly Wednesday and sent to an 
uncertain fate in the Senate. 
Backers later won a crucial first 
round victory in their uphill attempt 
to secure Senate passage when the 
powerful Rules Committee voted 3-2 
to send the bill to the friendly 
Revenue and Taxation Committee. 
It could have referred the bill to the 
Finance Committee, which killed a 
similar Moretti proposal last week 
Sponsors warned the compromise 
bill represented the last chance this 
legislative session to enact the 
* property tax relief that politicians 
have been promising for seven years 
and also to begin complying with the 
year-old 
state 
Supreme 
Court 
decision which held that California’s 
method of financing schools is 
unconstitutional because it relies 
too heavily on the property tax. 
“ This bill represents the best that 
we can do at this time and place,” 
Moretti told his colleagues during 
the floor debate. “ The alternatives 
are none.” 
Proponents also warned that if the 
legislature did not act the people 
might take things into their own 
hands 
and 
pass 
the 
“ Watson 
initiative” on the November ballot. 
Sponsored by Los Angeles County 
Assessor 
Philip 
Watson, 
that 
measure is viewed with great alarm 
in Sacramento because it would 
drastically reduce local property 
taxes and force the legislature to 
raise state taxes by roughly $1 
billion to make up the difference. 
“ Jimmy the Greek’s odds will be 
pretty high in favor of the Watson 
initiative if we fail to pass tins,” 
cautioned 
Assemblyman 
Paul 
Priolo, R-Pacific Palisades. 
The 
Reagan-Moretti 
bill 
was 
opposed 
by 
a 
coalition 
of 
conservatives who balked at any tax 
hike at all and liberals who objected 
to what they termed a regressive 
sales tax increase and failure to 
close loopholes. 


“ It is not a tax reform bill because 
it doesn’t do anything about the 
rotten, stinking tax structure that 
we 
have 
in 
this 
state,” 
said 
Assemblyman John L. Burton, D- 
San Francisco. “ We never will have 
tax reform as long as Sir Ronald 
Reagan 
is 
protecting 
the 
oil 
interests and the privileged few. ” 
But two veteran sponsors of tax 
bills 
—Assemblymen 
William 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, and Joe 
Gonsalves, D-La Mirada — termed 
it the best they had ever seen. 
The bill would raise $519 million 
for schools during the first full year 
starting next July. It also would 
produce $575 million in property tax 
relief for homeowners, businessmen 
and renters. Moretti estimated it 
would 
reduce 
the 
average 


homeowner’s property taxes by $200 
annually. 
But starting Jan. 
1 it would 
increase the sales tax by 1 cent, to 6 
cents on the dollar. And unless 
Congress enacted a federal revenue 
sharing 
program 
—considered 
unlikely this year —state income tax 
rates would go up another .35 per 
cent across the board. Also, the 
bank and corporation tax would 
climb from 7.6 to 9 per cent and the 
motor vehicle license fee from 2 to 
2.85 per cent. 
The Arnett bill, which cleared the 
Senate 
Education 
Committee 
Wednesday on a 7-2 vote, would 
provide roughly $250 million for 
property tax relief and $320 million 
for schools. It is pushed by the State 
Board of Education. 


Bremer writes 
tried to 
kill Nixon 


U PPER MARLBORO, Md. (U PI) 
—The personal diary of Arthur 
Herman Bremer, read at his trial 
today, revealed he got close to 
President 
Nixon 
six 
times 
in 
Ottawa, Canada, last April but was 
unable each time to carry out his 
assassination plot. 
One month later Bremer was 
arrested 
at 
Laurel, 
Md., 
and 
charged with shooting Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace. 
Bremer wrote in his diary of 
watching Nixon leave Parliament 
house in Ottawa April 22. 


“ I had a good view as he went past 
me —past me for the sixth time 
—and still alive,” Bremer wrote. 


He said he was uncertain the 
bullets from his .38 caliber revolver 
would go through the glass of 
Nixon’s limousine. 


“ I didn’t want to get killed or 
imprisoned 
in 
an 
unsuccessful 
attempt. Couldn’t afford that,” he 
wrote. 


Faced with six frustrations in three 
days Bremer said he then and there 
considered gunning down a half 
dozen 
Secret 
Service 
agents 
“ because I was pissed at them, 
myself and Nixon.”

The Lompoc City Council this morning chose two 
consultant firms to help the city within three months 
with a bond issue election project that most groups 
usually plan for a year. 
Facing critical deadlines in the matter the council met 
in a special session this morning to pick financial and 
legal consultants to prepare a bond issue for the 
wastewater treatment plant expansion to go on the 
general election ballot in November. 
The council chose the firm of Stone and Youngberg of 
Los Angeles as financial consultants and O Melveny and 
Meyeers, also of Los Angeles, as legal consultants. It is 
estimated the two will cost the city in the neighborhood 
of $20,000 


The legal consultants must rush now to study and 
determine whether the city should go for revenue bonds 
or general obligation bonds so that application can be 
made with the county by Aug 25 to get on the ballot. 


If the bond issue is approved the federal government is 
expected to provide matching funds for the expansion of 
the city’s wastewater treatment Diant into a regional 
facility to also accommodate Vandenberg Village, 
Mission Hills and the Federal Correction Institution 


No cost estimates have as yet been determined. 
Mayor George Cotsenmoyer and Councilman E C. 
Stevens were chosen to arrange a citizens’ committee to

Battle continues to halt Big Sur blaze 


BIG SUR, Calif. (U PI)-A n army 
of firefighters worked alongside 
hippie volunteers today to halt a 
spectacular 
coastal 
fire 
from 
burning 
downhill 
into 
nearly 
inaccessible wilderness. 
A letup in strong winds kept the 
blaze “ pretty static throughout the 
night,” 
according 
to 
a 
Forest 
Service spokesman He said the fire 
had eaten through 3,500 acres of 
timber and brush 
Hippies fighting to save their 
rural homes pitched in to keep the 
fire from destroying stands of giant 
redwoods and buildings in Big Sur 


State Park 
A spokesman said the fire had 
turned northeast from the park 
today and was “ burning downhill 
into the Ventana Wilderness area” 
of the Los Padres National Forest. 
Because of the rugged, steep 
terrain, firefighters had to move 
equipment and hoses into the area 
by hand to set up a fire defense line 
Winds which fanned flames at 50 
miles per hour Tuesday have died 
down to about 15 m.p h. and are 
expected to remain calm, raising 
hopes the fire can be contained 
within two or three days. 


Long-haired youths weren’t the 
only ones helping fight the flames. 
One 
couple 
doused 
their 
mountaintop home with water and 
saved it. 
“ When it got too hot, we jumped in 
the pool,” said Hans Edwoldson, 
who with his wife, Esther, refused 
to evacuate At one point, he said, 
their home was surrounded by 
flames 
Over 2,000 residents, vacationers 
and campers fled the scenic area 
safely, being replaced by 
1,400 
professional firefighters, some from 
as far away as Idaho. 


Muskie placed 
at top of 
McGovern list 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
who 
ran 
for 
vice 
president in 1968 and began this 
campaign as the front-runner for the 
presidential nomination, today was 
among the top prospects to become 
George S. 
McGovern s running- 
mate. 
Former Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, 
who 
teamed 
with 
Muskie in a bitter, futile effort to 
block McGovern’s nomination, has 
also been sounded out by McGovern 
on the possibility of taking the 
second spot this year, but according 
to sources close to him, indicated he 
was not interested. 
“ I would be shocked to my 
eyeteeth,” a close associate said on 
the possibility of Humphrey going on 
the ticket. 
Muskie has been placed, by key 
McGovern aides, at the top of a list 
of 
potential 
Democratic 
vice 
presidential candidates. There is no 
indication whether he would accept. 
An emergency session of the 
Democratic 
National Committee 
has been scheduled Tuesday in 
Washington to select the successor 
to Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton of 
Missouri, who was dropped from the 
ticket Monday following revelations 
he underwent psychiatric treatment 
in the 1960s. 
The session — unprecedented in 
American political history— will 
take the form of a miniconvention 
with names placed in nomination, 
seconding speeches and state-by- 
state voting. Jean Westwood, the 
party’s national chairman, said she 
expected the national committee to 
accept 
M c G o v e r n ’s 
recommendation, but indicated that 
other names would be placed in 
nomination. 
McGovern said he would reach a 
decision in “ the next two or three 
days.” 
He 
told 
reporters 
late 
Wednesday he was still “ giving 
careful thought to a number of 
possibilities” and added “ I haven’t 
offered it to anybody.” 


Still on the list, according to 
McGovern aides, are Kennedy in­ 
law Sargent Shriver, Wisconsin Gov. 
Patrick 
Lucey 
and 
former 
Democratic 
National 
Chairman 
Lawrence F. O’Brien. 
Sen. 
Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, 
although not mentioned on any of the 
lists, is still considered McGovern’s 
first choice with little hope Kennedy 
would change his mind and accept. 
McGovern also may have under 
consideration other candidates that 
have not surfaced. 
McGovern met with a delegation 
of black leaders Wednesday, and 
afterward, his campaign manager, 
Gary Hart, said “ a dozen names” 
were mentioned for the vice presi­ 
dency.

Delegate Walter E. Fauntroy of the 
District of Columbia, and included 
Coretta 
Scott 
King, 
Georgia 
legislator Julian Bond, California 
assemblyman Willie Brown, Mayor 
Richard G. Hatcher of Gary, Ind., 
and Rev. Ralph D. Abernathy, head 
of the Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference.

denial, cited the youth project — 
aimed at rehabilitating young adults 
between 18 and 25 referred by 
reputable 
agencies 
— 
as 
a 
commendable 
one 
by 
‘‘very 
dedicated people.” 
But he stressed the 
“almost 
universal rejection of the project by 
the neighborhood,” 
as 
a 
prime 
drawback to approval 
‘‘1 think we have to look at this as 
a corporation seeking an unusual 
use in a U (unlimited agricultural) 
zone district," he added 
After 
neighboring 
property 
owners had voiced their fears and 
concern of what was termed a 
“ religious commune,” Dr. Milton 
Duncan,

member, said:

relaxed the penalties for 
personal use of marijuana

controversial 
proposal bv Assemblvman 
Alan Sieroty, 
D-Beverly 
Hills, ran into a barrage of 
GOP opposition and was 
defeated on a 17-21 vote, 
four short of the 21 needed 
for approval. 
As a formality the Senate 
agreed to reconsider its vote 
that followed an emotion- 
charged debate but Sieroty 
said the bill was finished for 
this session, adding 
we 
can’t get any more votes for 
it.” 
The Sieroty bill would 
have 
made 
personal 
possession 
and 
use 
of 
m arijuana 
a 
flat 
misdemeanor 
with 
a 
maximum sentence of six 
months in jail or a $500 fine, 
or both. The penalty would 
have applied to first or 
subsequent convictions. 
The 
existing 
stiffer 
penalties for the sale or 
transportation of marijuana 
would 
not 
have 
been 
changed by the legislation, 
which 
had 
won 
narrow 
Assembly approval several 
weeks ago. 


Singles 
tax cut 
bill rejected 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
A Senate committee has 
rejected a bill labeled the 
'‘hippie relief act” by some 
opponents because it would 
encourage people to “ live in 
sin” by lowering tax rates 
for single persons. 
The 
proposal 
by 
Assemblyman Robert Cline, 
R-Canoga 
Park, 
was 
defeated by the Revenue 
and Taxation Committee 
Wednesday on a 3-3 vote, 
two short of the necessary 5 
for approval. 
Cline said afterwards that 
he would ask the committee 
to reconsider his bill when 
the legislature reconvenes 
after 
the 
November 
election 


In effect, the bill would 
set income tax rates for 
single persons at the same 
levels as those for married 
people. If enacted, it would 
cost the state $166 million 
annually. 


Under current state law, a 
single 
taxpayer 
earning 
$6,000 must pay $110 in state 
income tax while a married 
, couple 
with 
the 
same 
income only owes $30 
Opponents 
argued 
the 
measure would encourage 
% people to remain unmarried 
and live together rather 
than become man and wife 


Reagan expected to veto farm unemployment bill again 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
—The Senate has narrowly 
passed 
a 
bill 
extending 
unemployment insurance to 
approximately 
235,000 
California farmworkers but 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
is 
expected to again veto it. 
The measure squeezed out 
of the Senate on a 21-12 vote, 
the bare margin necessary. 
Wednesday night on the 
heels of an emotional debate 
in which supporters called 


on the legislature “ to lift the 
mortgage 
off 
the 
farmworker’s backs. ” 
The bill, by Assemblyman 
Jack Fenton. D-Montebello, 
was sent to the governor 
who last year vetoed an 
identical 
measure 
on 
grounds that unemployment 
insurance for farm laboers 
should be handled on a 
nationwide basis and not 
state by state. 
He said a California-only 


plan would put the state's 
growers 
at 
a 
economic 
disadvantage 
at 
the 
marketplace with producers 
in other states who were not 
required to do likewise. Ad­ 
ministration officials have 
said Reagan hasn't changed 
his mind. 
Sen David Roberti, D-Los 
Angeles, 
Senate 
floor 
manager of the bill, noted 
that jobless benefits have 
been granted to workers in 


virtually all other areas of 
private employment except 
what 
he 
called 
the 
“ sacrosanct” farm industry 
“ which 
prides 
itself on 
being the No. 1 California 
industry.” 
“ The time has come to lift 
the 
mortgage 
off 
the 
farmworkers' 
backs,” 
contended 
Sen. 
Nicholas 
Petris, D-Oakland. “ That 
mortgage was put on the 
backs of farmworkers when 


the 
unemployment 
insurance 
program 
was 
enacted in the 1930s.” 
Sen. 
Howard Way, R- 
Exeter, a retired rancher, 
said agriculture agrees that 
such protection for farm 
laborers 
is 
needed 
but 
argued, “ This bill is so 
loosely drawn that it will 
place a fantastic additional 
drain on the unemployment 
insurance 
fund 
and 
it’s 
going to have to be borne by 


industry.” 
During 
testimony 
in 
committee earlier, it was 
estimated the bill would 
cost about $66 million, with 
farm 
em ployers 
contributing about half the 
sum. The other half would 
be paid by employers in 
other industries. 
Under the bill, supported 
by farm union organizer 
Cesar Chavez, an estimated 
235,000 farm workers would 


be eligible for $75 a week in 
unemployment 
insurance 
benefits 
the 
same 
as 
laborers in other private 
industries. Unemployment 
insurance is employer paid. 
“ This 
is 
not 
a 
revolutionary bill,” Roberti 
declared 
“ Farmworkers 
have been ignored for 30 
years and this would give 
them 
benefits 
that 
are 
commonplace 
for 
other 
workers.”

Western states primary election plans 


SEATTLE, Wash. (U P I)—The first step toward a 
Western regional presidential primary election has been 
taken by officials of Hawaii, Idaho, Nevada, Oregon and 
Washington. 
Following a full-day meeting Wednesday, the election 
officials adopted a proposal supporting a single primary in 
the five states in May of presidential election years. Each 
state would handle its own costs and the mechanics of the 
election. 
The officials also adopted a statement opposing the 
“ winner take all” primary system now in effect in 
California and Oregon which caused a major issue at the 
recent Democratic National Convention. 
They also opposed a bill now before Congress which 
would establish what they called an “ unwieldy” Western 
region composed of 13 states and Guam for a primary. 
Chief election officers of California and Alaska were also 
invited to the meeting but were unable to attend. The gathe­ 
ring was co-sponsored by secretaries of state A. Ludlow 


Kramer of Washington and Clay Myers of Oregon. Others 
at the meeting were Lt. Gov. George Ariyoshi of Hawaii, 
Secretary of State John Kountz of Nevada and Ron 
Stephens Idaho’s secretary of state. 
Kramer called the meeting a “ tremendous first step” 
toward the goal of a regional presidential primary by 1976. 
But he conceded that supporters of the system face a big 
job of selling the idea to governors and legislators. 
Under the proposal, each candidate would receive a 
percentage of national delegates in each state equal to the 
candidate’s percentage of the total vote cast for his 
political party. 
Myers called the winner-takeall primary “ undemocratic 
and unrepresentative. ” 
Kramer said it was felt regional primaries throughout 
the nation would allow candidates to do more effective 
campaigning in one region at a time with more realized 
from each campaign dollar because much of the mass 
media cross state lines.

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Arabs hail proposed merger 


BEIRUT (UPI)—Arabs from Tripoli to Baghdad today 
hailed Egypt’s proposed merger with Libya as a historic 
step toward unity, but political sources said it also could 
have disruptive effects. 
Political sources said union could escalate the dangers of 
a new Middle East conflict. 
After three days of talks, President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt and Libya’s head of state , Col. Moammar Khadafy, 
announced in Benghazi Wednesday night they decided to set 
up a political command to arrange a merger of their two 
nations within one year. 
The joint communique declared that a new era had begun 
for the Arab nation and newspapers today front-paged the 
announcement under two-inch headlines as a turning point 
in Arab history. 


Cairo’s A1 Akhbar daily said the union of Libya’s wealth 
and Egypt’s industrial and military strength would add 
muscle to the Arab battle for the liberation of Israeli-held 
land. 
At the same time, political analysts pondered possible ill 


effects of the union. 
They said it raised questions about the status and future 
of the Federation of Arab Republics, in which Libya and 
Egypt already are loosely linked with Syria. 
President 
Hafez 
Assad 
of 
Syria 
telephoned 
his 
congratulations to his fellow heads of state, but the sources 
said the merger plan left Syria out on a limb and Assad 
eventually would have to decide whether he wanted to 
continue in this position. 
The .sources said Khadafy’s strongly anti-Soviet stand 
allied with Egypt’s decision to remove its Soviet advisers 
would create an axis which would be seen as hostile to 
Moscow. With Iraq strengthening its relations with the 
Soviets, this could lead to further polarization in the Arab 
world. 
The last merger in the Arab world—between Egypt and 
Syria—broke up after three years in 1961 largely because 
Syria resented Egyptian domination. The sources wondered 
how Libya’s two-million population would feel if its oil-rich 
territory 
is invaded 
by millions of better-educated 
Egyptians.

simple stockinette, with easy 
set-in sleeves, shaped shoul­ 
ders and a smart tab detail­ 
ing on the blouse front.

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) — Teacnmg of 
adequate bilingual education has been 
public policy in California for several 
years. 
Somehow or other, the public policy has 
had difficulty filtering down to local school 
district levels in many communities. 
There has been a great deal of talk about 
providing adequate bilingual education for 
the state’s Spanish-speaking population and 
some talk about assistance for other 
language groups such as the Chinese in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles 
Educators have found it easy to talk 
about the concepts because they don't have 
to meet the financial issue of providing the 
funds to bring a solution of the problem. 
This is the job of school boards and 
administrators, 
and 
eventually, 
the 
taxpayers. 


There have been cases in the Los Angeles 
district 
where 
bilingual 
education 
programs have been cut or shifted away 
from schools because there weren’t enough 
students “ to justify the program.” 
One elementary school in Gardena has a 
large number of Cuban students with high 
intellectual 
potential 
but 
insufficient 
numbers to require a full-time bilingual 
teacher. Other districts have eliminated 
the bilingual teacher because of the pinch 
on money. 
This hurts the taxpayer in the long run If 
the 
school district had provided 
the 
bilingual program in elementary school 
years students would not have been passed 
to high school without adequate reading 
scores and ability.

storm center. In addition to the warring of 
about 57 different sportsmen oganizations, 
the agency has had to contend with the 
strong demands of commercial fishermen, 
the sometimes unreasonable attacks of 
conservationists, 
and 
the 
potshots of 
politicians who have found it expedient 
publicity wise to jump into the fray on 
various sides 
Many previous directors have found the 
seat too hot. 
Arnett, appointed in 1969, has managed 
to instill an air of calmness and an aura of 
compentence 
in 
dealing 
with 
the 
multifaceted problems of fish and game 
management. 
He is one example contrary to the thesis 
that 
one 
must 
have 
experience 
in 
government to be a good administrator. 
His 
only 
official 
involvement 
with 
government, prior to this job, was two 
efforts to get elected to Congress No 
stigma attaches to his lack of success. A 
Republican, he sought to win in the 
strongest Democratic district in the state. 
But 
his 
lack 
of 
experience 
with 
government is not as bleak as it appears. 
For, while he has held no official position, 
he has served m leadership spots with a 
score of civic organizations and nearly as 
many professional groups having relations 
with government 
A World War II Marine, he was recalled 
to active duty in the Korean conflict. In 
between he studied and did graduate work 
at USC in geology and was Richfield s 
geologist in charge of the discovery well in 
Alaska 


He had spent much of his spare time 
working 
with 
both 
sportsmen 
and 
conservation groups. Furthermore, despite 
being a geolgist, Richfield had made him 
director of public affairs in their public 
relations department. Public relations is 
an absolute must for a Fish and Game 
director. 
Arnett is a foremost advocate of game 
management. Contrary to the opinions of 
those 
who 
would 
outlaw 
hunting 
in 
California, he points out that it is the 
hunters who have done the most to 
preserve wildlife 
Almost all of the funds available for fish 
and game conservation is derived from the 
fees paid bv hunters and fishermen It is 
true that only about 5 per cent of the state’s 
population engage in hunting, but it is their 
money which, over the years, has provided 
the means to conserve and improve the 
habitat of wildlife. 
Not only does his department protect the 
game animals, but it also conserves 
wildlife which is not hunted such as otters 
and seals. Likewise, the department has 
added to California’s wildlife and fishlife 
by introducing species not native to this 
state. The striped bass, for example, is one 
of many species of fish introduced by man 
to California. 
Stream and brush clearance, with the use 
of men in Conservation Camps, is one 
phase of the department’s activities Litter 
cleanup, fencing, maintenance of stream 
flow and planting of streams and lakes are 
among 
other 
programs 
to 
improve, 
maintain and protect the natural habitats. 
As Arnett is quick to cite, California 
wildlife is in greater danger of extinction 
from 
the 
encroachment 
of 
land 
development for homes and industry than 
from the hunters and fishermen They want 
something left to hunt and fish

The Board of Supervisors 
has been informed that the 
Tribal Council of the Santa 
Ynez 
Indian Reservation 
and the Councils of the 
Southern California Indian 
Reservation 
are 
in 
processs of completing a 
development 
plan 
to 
Federal authorities with the 
intent 
of 
obtaining 
designaton 
as 
a 
re­ 
development area. 
The 
Santa 
Ynez 
Reservation, located just 
off 
State 
Highway 
246 
opposite the town of Santa 
Ynez, must be the smallest 
Indian reservation in the 
country. 
Known also as the Zanja 
Cota Indian Reservation, it 
takes in an 87-acre area 
from the southern boundary 
of Santa Ynez along Zanja 
Cota 
Creek. 
Among 
its 
residents in recent years 
have been a handful of 
persons, some of whom 
have been thought to be 
survivors of those attached 
to the Santa Ines Mission at 
Solvang. 
Historical records claim 
that 
the 
reservation, 
apparently an old Catholic 
church lease, was turned 
over to the Indian residents 
with the provision that it 
was theirs as long as five or 
more of them lived on it. 
On the reservation lately 


have 
been 
16 
families 
benefitting from the Bureau 
of Indian Affair’s efforts 
through 
rehabilitated 
or 
rebuilt homes. Program for 
this fiscal year, from July 1 
to next June 30, is to 
rehabilitate 11 more homes 
and build one new house. 
The 
new 
home 
will 
replace the Ortega Adobe 
home of Mrs. Juanita Grand 
which 
was 
bulldozed 
recently as it had become 
too old to live in. The adobe 
was built about 175 years 
ago. 
George 
Arm enta, 
chairman of the Santa Ynez 
Indian Reservation, told the 
supervisors that the overall 
economic development plan 
will be submitted to the 
Economic 
Development 
A d m in istratio n 
for

Spitz sets records 
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The gossamer 
glory of 
championship 
seasons

NEW YORK—(NEA)—On 
stage, in the hit off-Broad- 
way play, “That Champion­ 
ship Season,” the old basket­ 
ball coach has just put a 
record on his phonograph, 
still spinning his web around 
the f o u r members of his 
championship team. The ex­ 
players at this 20-year re­ 
union in the coach’s house 
would be enticed to relive 
their gossamer glory, despite 
their paunchy, gloomy lives 
now. “You were once rare 
and beautiful things, boys,” 
the coach says. “Don’t ever 
grow old on m e.” 
Then the record comeson: 
h o a r s e , hysterical crowd; 
f r e n e t i c announcer: “Ten 
seconds to go, one p o i n t 
down, the ball is passed in. 
The title is riding on this fi­ 
nal play . . . And they score! 
They score!” 
In the dark audience, Dave 
Golden sat and grew goose- 
pimply cold. It brought back 
ieal-life memories for him. 
The play is based on a 
fictional Pennsylvania hi§h 
school 
state championship 
basketball t e a m of 1952. 
Golden was the star of the 
nonfiction P e k i n 
H i g h 
School team which won the 
I l l i n o i s state basketball 
championship eight y e a r s 
ago. in 1964. 
Golden was curious about 
the play. He wondered if he 
might catch a glimpse of 
himself — past, present or 
future—somewhere in it. “I 
don’t think I did,” said Gold­ 
en. “ But the play scared me 
anyway. I’ve s t i l l got 12 
years to go.” 
Unlike the now middle- 
aged men in the play, who 
stayed their dreary lives in 
their small home town, Gold­ 
en left Pekin. A high school 
All-American, G o l d e n re­ 
ceived a basketball scholar­ 


ship to Duke University. He 
became co-captain of the 
team his senior year. He is 
m arried now and lives and 
works in New York City. 
“My folks would like me 
to come back home,” said 
Golden, “but I know I can’t. 
Visits are all right. Pekin’s 
a nice town. But I couldn’t 
live t h e r e again. I don’t 
think I’d ever be allowed to 
grow up, to grow past my 
senior year in high school. 
“We won the state cham ­ 
pionship in my junior year. 
We lost in the quarterfinals 
in my senior year. You walk 
down the street, or you go 
into any bar in town, and the 
talk is still—‘Dave, you re­ 
member that game when 
. . .’ and ‘We should have 
won the championship in ’65, 
too 
Golden, still trim, is 24 
years old but appears old­ 
er. He is round-shouldered 
like many fine athletes, and 
seems a bit stooped and 
shorter than his full 6-1. His 
hair is thinning. He also 
seems articulate beyond his 
years and his eyes behind 
glasses are m a t u r e and 
thoughtful. 
He has had time to think, 
these last eight years since 
the championship. He was a 
swift, precocious success in 
small-town American term s, 
since the local high-school 
basketball team is often the 
highest and most important 
form of serious entertain­ 
ment there. Golden and his 
team m ates p r e p a r e d for 
their 
future, 
like 
concert 
pianist prodigies, as long 
ago as the fifth grade when 
organized drills were insti­ 
tuted. 
“ Basketball was my whole 
life in my younger days, 
starting at age 10,” said 
Golden. “Now I realize that 
it is just a part of life. And 
what you do on the court is 
often separate—despite what

some coaches say — from 
what you do in life. 
“ In high school I rem em ­ 
ber that I was kind of the 
so-called moral fiber of the 
team. I used to make speech­ 
es before church groups tell­ 
ing them how faith in God 
helped me play the big game 
despite the bursitis in my 
knees 
“Now, I think I’d tell them 
that maybe the pain-killers 
that were shot into me with 
needles before the game also 
had something to do with my 
being able to play. I think 
I’d also tell them that it was 
ludicrous to be playing all 
shot up like that. It felt like 
I was running around on a 
stump. I could have really 
gotten hurt. But everybody 
then said it was so impor­ 
tant that I p l a y in the 
gam e.” 
Golden said that the title 
team gave him an inflated 
and distorted view of him­ 
self, and of the world. 
“ I thought t h a t things 
would always come easy for 
me, as easy as success in 
basketball did,” he says. 
“ I went to college and let 
my academics slide. And I 
didn’t prepare well for the 
f u t u r e . I was always the 
basketball player.” 
After Duke, Golden tried 
out for the Indiana Pacers. 
He was cut. And he was 
rocked. He knew his basket­ 
ball career was over. What 
now? 
He went back home 
that summer of 1969, got a 


job on a garbage t r u c k , 
played some semi-pro ball, 
then decided to return to 
Duke to complete work for 
his degree. 
He then c a m e to New 
York, where he thought op­ 
portunities would be great­ 
est. He spent one year as 
a physical education instruc­ 
tor at the Grand Central 
YMCA. No future there, he 
thought. He looked around. 
Nothing much came to him. 
Finally, he caught on in the 
sales training program of 
the Hartford Insurance Co. 
And he wonders if he will 
ever reach the heights he at­ 
tained as a 17-year-old school 
boy. “I’d hate to think that 
that was the crowning point 
of my life,” he said. “ I’d 
like to get really good at in­ 
surance, if I stay in insur­ 
ance.” 
About the old glory days 
of high school, Golden says 
he still has memories. 
He 
will visit his old coach when­ 
ever he returns home. But 
he has lost contact with most 
of his former team m ates. 
And his trophies, and his 
scrapbook? 
“There was one moment 
in the play,” said Golden, 
“when one of the former 
players said, ‘I don’t believe 
m trophies any more, coach.’ 
Well, I don’t either. I still 
h a v e 
my trophies. 
And 
they’re nice. But they’re in 
a trunk. And I never open 
the trunk anymore.”

5. How to Rush the Net 


Why is it that I frequently 
get nailed by a ball at my 
waist or feet as I am rushing 
the net? 
If you watch any good ten­ 
nis player you will see him 
run toward the net until his 
opponent is about to make a 
shot. Then he stops, takes a 
little jump and straddles in 
the ready position prepared 
to play wherever he is at 
that moment. He makes his 
volley and then moves for­ 
ward again into the desired 
position.

Foolish mistake 


A great number of dedicated newsmen 
threw up a hue and a cry when they 
learned 
that 
the 
president 
of 
the 
Newspaper Guild endorsed a candidate tor 
President — Senator George McGovern. 


A bit of explanation is in order. The 
Newspaper Guild has a membership of 
more than 35.000 persons but, in the main, 
they are not newsmen. Most are in related 
fields such as public relations, freelance 
writing, publicity and the like. The bona 
fide newsman, the day-by-day reporter, 
rejects such an endorsement. 
It is noteworthy that many of the Guild

It is not that they put down 
McGovern as a candidate, they would do 
the same, we are sure, if the Guild 
president has endorsed Richard M. Nixon. 
They 
are

an 
endorsement is not in conformance with 
objectivity and fairness in reporting. 
In this day and age with the news media 
under frequent attack, we believe that the 
president of the Guild made an extremely 
foolish and uncalled for mistake. It is 
hoped, sincerely, that he will recall his 
endorsement. 


The impasse 


I write before the final solution to 
the Eagleton problem has been 
reached, in which connection a few 
observations: 
1) It is never more painfully clear 
than at moments like this that 
politics 
is

“You want us to 
call you Mr. Vice-President.’ and 
maybe even Mr. President if the 
old lightning strikes. Well, okay, 
meanwhile we will make savage 
jokes about you. even the good- 
natured among us. 
“ I don't see why 
Senator 
Eagleton 
shouldn t be Vice- 
P r e s i d e n t , “’ 
a 
prominent 
comedian 
meditated over the 
weekend. 
“ After 
all. 
h e ’s 
been 
_ 
playing 
Napoleon 
for vears.” 
The crowd roared, even those who 
are. in context of the joke, “pro- 
Eagleton ” “ I'm Just Nuts About 
Eagleton" became, just 48 hours 
after the news broke, about as dated 
as Lucky Strike Green Has Gone to 
War 
On and on they came, flushing out 
the 
American 
mood, 
which 
is 
suspicious, belatedly, about the kind 
of power we have conferred on the 
Executive 
Irreverent jokes about

Muggeridge pronounced 
his judgment on his monarch as 
being “ frowzy, simple, and banal. 
If he had been writing a century and 
a half earlier about Prince William, 
who did have power, he’d have got 
away with it more readily. There 
has got to be a correlation between 
the 
intensity 
of the 
feeling, 
humorously turned on this occasion 
against Senator Eagleton, and the 
dreadful potency of the office he 
aspires to associate himself with. 
2) His apparent failure to have 
disclosed his medical background is 
at 
least 
surprising, 
at 
m ost 
dishonorable. 
In 
defense of the 
former interpretation, it should be 
said 
that 
he 
unquestionably 
considers 
him self to 
be 
totally 
cured, and that therefore even to 
acknow ledge 
as 
relevant 
the 
medical 
treatm ents 
during 
the 
sixties, 
he 
disdained 
as 
paying 
obeisance to superstition — the 
superstition that once you have had 
a nervous breakdown, you are ever 
after unreliable. 
On the other hand. I cannot share 
the 
general 
indignation 
against 
Senator McGovern for not having 
discovered 
Senator 
E agleton’s 
medical record. It is a sign of the 
highly nervous tim es that no one is 
supposed to accept anyone else on 
presumptive good faith. In America, 
the offices of the Good Samaritan 
would not nowadays be accepted 
without first testing the thesis that 
he might be engaged in entrapment. 


A functioning senator from a large 
state who has run for public office 
for the past 16 years, and concerning 
whom 
there 
is 
no 
derogatory 
information outside the compost 
heap of Jack 
Anderson, 
is not 
somebody whom one thinks to ask: 
“ By the way Tom, are you by any 
chance crazy?” 
Senator McGovern may be faulted 
for a very full indulgence of the 
practices of politicians who say one 
thing and mean the opposite, but he 
should not be faulted for inexcusable 
negligence. It is already clear that 
what Senator McGovern meant by 
the word “ irreversible,” as in the 
sentence, “ It is my irreversible 
decision to keep Senator Eagleton 
on,” was “ reversible.” As in, “I 
promise to end the Vietnam war 
im m ediately,” 
which 
means, 
“ I 
promise to end the Vietnam war 
eventually.” 


3) 
Senator 
Eagleton 
had 
a 
wonderful 
chance 
to 
test 
the 
organizational 
consequences 
of 
saying: “ I won’t withdraw, period.” 
What would the Dem ocrats have 
done about it? What is the legal 
situation? Even if you reconvene a 
convention, does that convention 
have the authority to withdraw a 
n om in ation 
o n ce 
co n ferred ? 
Granted, you are otherwise left with 
an incoherent political situation, one 
in 
wh ich 
c o n c e i v a b l y 
the 
Presidential candidate and the Vice- 
Presidential candidate are not on 
talking terms. Still, the impasse is 
conceptually fascinating. 
But, of 
course, the transcendent question 
is: if Sentor McGovern is elected, 
who, four years later, will not have 
visited Mayo’s?

The net is spread 


The arrest Tuesday in Lompoc of 
two suspects in an alleged cocaine 
smuggling 
operation 
com es 
as 
another disquieting reminder that 
the problem of narcotics use and 
abuse is still with us. 
Investigation and eventual arrest 
of narcotics suspects has its sordid 
side also. Everyone knows this, but 
we tend to forget. 


It’s an old story. If 
e v e r y o n e 
k ne w 
what went into the 
gathering of intelli­ 
gence 
information 
on foreign govern­ 
ments both enemy 
and friendly, they’d 
probably 
want 
to 
resign 
from 
the 
human race. 


These sam e elem ents are present in 
narcotics law enforcement. One of 
the agents involved in Tuesday’s 
arrest may or may not be typical of 
those who serve in the first line of 
defense against the spread and use 
of narcotics. He is young, educated 
and dedicated to the task. He is also 
possessed 
of 
all 
the 
qualities 
necessary for fealing with narcotics 
dealers 
or 
suspected 
narcotics 
dealers. 
The life is a chancey one. As one 


agent mused following the Lompoc 
arrests: 
“ We were lucky today. 
Usually we go through all this and 
come up with nothing.” 
A good narcotics law enforcement 
officer has to be part actor, and 
m ust 
be 
able 
to 
bend 
the 
conversation to the end that a 
suspect eventually winds up in jail. 
I’m trying to say he has to be able to 
lie and plot in order to accomplish 
his purpose. If he does all these 
things well, someone is arrested, 
maybe even convicted and society 
applauds the effort, although the 
undercover 
agent 
must 
always 
remain anonymous. 


Within hours after the Lompoc 
operation, the agent I spoke most 
with last Tuesday, was scheduled to 
be in another area ready to go to 
work in much the same way he 
worked here. 


On the way out of the police 
department after a hastily called 
p r e s s 
c o n f e r e n c e 
T u e s d a y 
afternoon, 
an oth er 
rep o rter 
commented: “ H e’s a nice guy, but 
he has to be always aware that he 
could wind up in an alley with a 
bullet in his head. Such is the name 
of 
the 
game 
in 
narcotics 
law 
enforcement. 
In the operation in Lompoc, the 


undercover tactics were elaborate. 
The hub of the operation at least 
initially was Seventh Street and 
Ocean Avenue. 
Agents were stationed in a nearby 
motel where they could witness all 
the 
action. 
Other 
agents 
were 
deployed in a service station across 
the street from the actual site of the 
intended transfer of narcotics. 
Others were at the missile site 
just east of the city. 
Meanwhile various city, county 
and state operatives were scattered 
about the city. Sheriff John W 
Carpenter, 
Lompoc Police Chief 
Jam es D. Smith and four reporters 
including yours truly were stationed 
in two cars in an elevated area 
where the conversations of all the 
principals could be monitored by 
radio. 
The 
agents 
doing 
the 
actual 
contact with the suspects were 
wearing hidden transmitters that 
conveyed every whisper albeit with 
some static. The voices of the agent 
and one suspect were clearly heard. 
The agent I spoke of earlier told 
reporters he knew at a certain point 
that 
the 
operation 
would 
be 
successful despite his awareness 
that both suspects were in the 
agent’s words, “getting paranoid,” 
as the operation proceeded. 


M eandering with Jackson 
Get in line 


One of my pet gripes over the 
years 
has 
been 
the 
ability 
of 
governmental agencies to step into 
bankruptcy actions and lay claim to 
what assets remain intact after a 
business goes bust. 
Fortunately, over 
the years, I haven’t 
been involved with 
a great number of 
b u s i n e s s 
f i r m s 
g o i n g 
i n t o 
bankruptcy 
owing 
us 
money, 
but 
1 
have with a 
few. 
And, mostly, there 
has been little, if 
any, 
money 
left 
over after the boys 
from 
the Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
get through with it. 
What 
looks like a 
pretty good 
settlem ent of maybe fifty cents on 
the dollar to begin with dwindles 
rapidly to a settlem ent of maybe 
zero cents on the dollar as far as 
general creditors are concerned. 


I have argued but only with those 
who agree with me, and that is like 
talking to the wind, that it just isn t 
fair for us suppliers of goods and 
services, who have created any 
assets the business has, to sit back 
and watch Uncle Sam run off with 
all the marbles. 
It has never seem ed right that 
government should be placed in a 
better 
position 
than 
any 
other 
unsecured creditor. But that has 
always been the case. At least until 
quite recently. 
A 
federal 
bankruptcy 
referee 
down in Georgia decided that the 
IRS 
had 
been 
taking 
undue 
advantage of this situation and he 
ruled against their claim for back 
social security and withheld income 
taxes. 
His ruling simply stated that IRS 
should look to the officers of the 
co mpan y 
for 
pay ment. 
His 
contention was that the officers 


were responsible for paying to the 
government money withheld from 
em ployees, and that the IRS should 
pursue this line of attack. 
The 
referee 
indicated 
in 
his 
opinion that after much time and 
expense, the trustee had managed to 
liquidate the bankrupt company’s 
assets to obtain funds to pay off 
creditors. Then the IRS wanted to 
walk in, present a proof of claim, 
and walk off with all the cream, 
leaving the general creditors with 
nothing He said this wasn’t right, 


and 
ordered 
the 
IRS 
to 
look 
elsewhere for money. 
The 
general 
creditors 
were 
rightfully entitled to a proper share 
of the company’s assets, the referee 
said. 
This is a new twist to bankruptcy 
actions, but hopefully not a short­ 
lived one. For too long now creditors 
of bankrupt business firms have 
been taking right where it hurts It s 
about time government agencies 
such as the IRS got in line with the 
rest of us.
